Much Labor 


arent Quantities

It U very probable that 
80 people 
out of every 100 think of an army as 
a great aggregation 
of fighting men 
armed to the teeth with rifles 
swords 
and what not while they never once 
give a thought to tho 
men In the 
rear 
Yet theso men in the rear 
aro an important part of tho fighting 
machinery 
eay3 tho 
Detroit 
Free 


When an army is encamped in a 
friendly country thero is not so great 
a difficulty 
In feeding it as when It 
is penetrating hostilo territory and 
has separated 
itself from 
its 
own 
pnnntrv 
And yet in either 
caso it 
is no light task to furnish 
and dis¬ 
tribute the food that is to keep say 
30000 stomachs satisfied and 
30000 
hearts in tho right place 
This is tho 
work of tho commissary department 
When an army division or an army 
corps is encamped nt home the prob- - 


lem of getting supplies is compara ¬ 
tively simple 
Sometimes they 
are 
furnished 
on 
contract 
sometimes 
bought in large quantities a week or 
more in advance of tho time nt which 
they will be needed 
The commissary 
general Is responsible for the procur- 
ing 


¬ 
of these supplies and ftavlng them 
deposited at a depot 
within 
easy 
reach of the troops 
Each company of a regiment has its 
cooks 
each regiment 
has its 
com ¬ 
missary depot 
where 
supplies 
are 
kept sufficient for say a week or ten 
days for all tho men 
Men are de ¬ 
tailed from each company to assist in 
the work of getting the supplies from 
the regimental depot to the company 
kitchens 
every day 
Others are de ¬ 
tailed to help transport the supplies 
to tho regimental 
depots from 
the 
general headquarters 
whenever

stores in the former are getting low 
As all supplies are issued from head 
quarters 
only on orders and receipts 
are given for everything 
secured

can be seen that there Is an immense 
nmortnt of clerical work necessary to

When the troops are in barracks the 
work of the kitchen can be better at ¬ 
tended to than in the field

oven for the baking of bread

be mado by tho army each soldier is 
usually supplied with rations

In tho English 
army thero 
aro even wagon

supplies then it is that the feeding 
problem becomes more complicated 
There arc always a number of men 
detailed from each regiment

mander must see to for it means the
